NOW KNOW YE, that in pursuance of and in compliance with the said 
recited proviso, I, the said John Roberts, do hereby declare that the nature 
of my said Invention, and the manner in which the same is to be performed, 


is as herein-after mentioned :— 


My Method of Concentrating or Reducing into Small Compass such Parts of 


Malt and Hops as are Requisite in making Ale, Beer, and Porter, consists 
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in evaporating a considerable portion of the water contained in the wort or 
liquor produced from malt in the ordinary process of brewing after the hops 
have been boiled, digested, or infused therein, or in some part thereof, or after 
an infusion or | Beccstion of hops has been mixed therewith, until the residue 
is reduced to, or ‘nearly to, the consistence of thin molasses, or to a state of 
solidity equal to that of the extract of liquorice, commonly called Spanish 
liquorice, or any intermediate state of consistence, and which evaporation is 
performed by heating the liquor, and maintaining it at any degree, or different 
degrees, of heat which will support the evaporation, not exceeding the boiling 
point. 

And my method of concentrating or reducing into small compass such 
parts of malt only as are requisite in making ale, beer, and porter, consists 
in eyaporating a considerable portion of the water contained in the wort or 
liquor produced from malt in the ordinary process of brewing before any 
hops have been boiled, digested, or infused therein, and before any infusion or 
decoction of hops has been mixed therewith, until the residue is reduced to 
any such a state of consistence as is herein-before described, by such means of 
evaporation as are herein-before mentioned. The said concentrated substances, 
produced in the manner before mentioned, may be preserved for a considerable 
length of time, if liquid, in close-stopt barrels or bottles, or if solid, by keeping 
the same dry, and may be used as convenience may require. 

The method of using the said concentrated substances is, by dissolving them 
in as much hot water as may be requisite for producing ale, beer, or porter, 
of the desired strength, and afterwards treating the solution in the same 
manner as the liquor from which the concentrated substances haye been produced 
would have been treated in the ordinary process of brewing. The concen- 
trated substances may be considered as producing the like, or very nearly the 
like, quantity of ale, beer, or porter, and of the like, or very nearly the like, 
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strength as would have been produced from the liquor from which such con- 
centrated substances have been formed.
